SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Unspeakable is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The classification is due to the manner in which the publication treats matters of sex, 
horror, crime, cruelty and violence. The feature is a tragic psychological thriller about a 
serial killer. It is blackly humorous but the comic relief provided does not impact 
greatly on the overall tone. Viewers are likely to take this nihilistic publication, which 
revels in unspeakable acts and depictions, seriously. A high level of gratuitous 
sexualised violence focuses on female victims who are murdered in contexts which 
draw attention to them as sexual beings. The publication also contains coercion in 
association with sexual conduct, sexual conduct with children and young persons 
(including dialogue relating to incest) and scenes in which a child is restrained, 
threatened sexually, and forced to watch her mother engaging in sexual activity. A 
mute quadriplegic is raped by her caregiver. There is also a scene where a priest 
physically mistreats and sexually molests a young person in a religious context.

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The publication has been considered in light of the extent and degree to which and the 
manner in which it deals with matters of gratuitous violence, violence and coercion in 
association with sexual conduct, sexual conduct with children and young persons, and 
physical conduct in which sexual satisfaction is derived from inflicting cruelty and pain, 
as outlined above. These matters are considered under the criteria of s3(3)(a)(i), 
s3(3)(a)(ii), s3(3)(a)(iv) and s3(3)(a)(v) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993VPC Act. 

In view of the manner in which the DVD presents the elements outlined above, the 
Classification Office finds that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious 
to the public good. Excisions to this publication are not able to be considered as the 
DVD format cannot be excised. If the publication were in video format, excisions to 
content of the feature as noted above would be considered. 

A classification of objectionable places a restriction on the right to freedom of 
expression as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). 
However, by virtue of the way in which the publication deals with matters of violence, 
violence and coercion in association with sexual conduct, sexual conduct with children 
and young persons, and physical conduct in which sexual satisfaction is derived from 
inflicting suffering cruelty and pain, and as excisions are not a viable option, this 
publication is regarded as objectionable. The Classification Office considers this a 
reasonable limit as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
